you ſtrily, and Command, that incontinent, theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to Mercat- Croſs of Edinburgh, and all other places 
needfu], and there in Our Royal Name and Authority, by open Proclamation, make Publication of Our ;Pleaſure-ia the Pre»
